The very best of patterns heeds to 
be adjusted to the individual figure. 
Did it ever occur to you how unrea- 
sonable we are in what we require of 
a pattern? Every woman who buys a 
pattern expects it to fit her—and just 
think how many women buy the same 
pattern! <If these same women tried 
on one another’s clothes, how well do 
you suppose they would fit? 

It is well worth knowing where to 
make alterations so as not to djsturs 
the lines and style of the pattern.

Collars are often hard to fit because 
the neck has been cut out too much.

A few of his egg reaipes are here 
given as they appear in “Le Guide 
Culinaire:” 

Eggs d’Aumale.—Add two scrambled 
eggs and two teaspoonfuls of thick 
and very red tomato puree; arrange 
in a mound and place in a hollow in the 
middle of the eggs lamb’s kidney cut 
in dice and stewed in madeira, 

Spanish Eggs.—Prepare os many 
fried halves of tomatoes as there are 
eggs to be served; fry the eggs, trim 
them, place them on the tomatoes and 
arrange in a circle on a round plate; 


garnish the middle with onions sea- 
soni and thickened with flour and 
fried in oil. 


Eggs Magda.—To ordinary scrambled 
eggs add one coffeespoonfu!l of fine 
nerbs, one teaspoonful of mustard and 
one ordinary spoonful grated gruyere 
cheese; arrange in a mound and sur- 
round with small rectangular crou- 
tons (pieces of bread fried in butter). 

Eggs Savoyard.—Dress the dish with 
thin ‘slices of potatoes cooked in butter 
sprinkled with grated cheese; break 
the eggs on them; add a teaspoonful 
of fresh cream; cook on the dish. 

Eggs a la Diable.—Break the eggs in 
a pan containing very hot butter; turn 
them without breaking the yolks; 
sprinkle with dash of heated vinegar.

Eccentric Moods and Manners ot 
the Great Composers. 


THE MADNESS OF GENIUS, 


Beethoven's Strange Abstraction and 
Queer Habitse— The Odd Contract 
That Mozart insisted on Signing. 
Meyerbeer Inspired by Thunder. 


When listening to the wonderful 
strains of Beethoven’s immortal sym- 
phonies and sonatas it is difficult to 
imagine that they could come from the 
pen of such an eccentric man. Though 
musicians are, as a rule, men with 
many peculiarities, Beethoven was 
probably the most extraordinary of 
them all. 

He wrote his music in all sorts of 
places—when dining, walking or con- 
versing with a friend. Often in the 
midst of a crowded street he would 
stop and write furiously for a few 
minutes on the back of a letter or an 
envelope, oblivious to the bustling 
crowd about him. Some of his great- 
est themes were composed when he 
was walking along in the pouring rain, 
for in the worst weather he was a 
familiar figure in the streets of Vien- 
na, and, though often the object of 
much ridicule and many gibes, he was 
profoundly inattentive to his surround- 
ings, as his mind was wholly occupied 
with his .musie, His friends were not 
unaccustomed to have him break off 
in the midst of a conversation and be- 
gin ,to write rapidly some motif which 
had presented itself to him. 


This great,composer would play for | 


hours at a stretch, and in order to cool 
his hands, which often became fever- 
ish, he would seize a water jug and 
walk about the room, pouring the wa> 
ter first on one hand and then on the 
other, Utterly ignoring the fact that 
there was no receptacle to catch. it. 
This was the cause of ma of his 
hasty retreats from his lodgthgs, for 
the slightest complaint would cause 
him to give notice to quit, so puerile 
was he at times. As a result he some/¢ 
times was paying for no fewer than 
three different lodgings at the same 
time, which, after engaging for a 
month, he bad abruptly left in a day. 
Though Haydn ranks pext to Bee- 
thoven on the list of eccentric musi- 
cians, still their peculiarities were very 
unlike, Beethoven lived inthe midst 
of disorder and confusion, while Haydn 
averred that he could not compose a 
line unless everything in his study 
was! in its exact place. Even every 
ornameny ust We Where it belonged. 
He always rose early to write, for he 


the birds were singisg ii the dewy 
morning hours. His most extraordi- 
nary characteristic, however, was to 
don his full court dress, with bob wig, 
hat and ruffles, and put on his finger a 
certain ring before he wrote a line, for 
he declared that he had not a musical 
idea unless so attired. 

Mozart cannot be called eccentric in 
the same sense as the two mentioned, 
for they were very retiring—in fact, 
recluses—while he was-to a great. ex- 
tent a man of the world. To him, 
however, must be credited one of the 
strangest documents that perbaps have 
ever been written. , 

He became engeged to a young wo- 
man, and at the request of his future 
mother-in-law he Grew up in the pres- 
ence of an attorney a contract which 
bound him to marry one of the wo- 
man’s daughters within three years, 
the said daughter always having the 
liberty to refuse the composer if she 
wished to marry another. But in case 
Mozart was unable to carry out his in- 
tention through lack of the necessary 
funds or through the woman’s refusal 
he pledged himself to support her in 
the condition of a stranger, no matter 
where or how she lived, all her life. 
This support was to be a fixed sum 
paid quarterly or half yearly. 

Wagner, too, was not exempt from 
peculiar fancies, His mind seemed to 
ron to the grewsome, and during his 
lifetime he had his grave constructed. 


lt was in the garden back of his home, . 


and he would often’ go and look at it 
that be might not forget its existence. 
But tbe worst of it was that he con- 
stautly insisted that his friends should 
remember it, too, and when he was en- 
tertaining them at dinner be would 
suddeniv break off the conversation 
end begin declaiming on eternfty and 
the grave. 

“My friends,” he would say, “in the 
midst of life we are in death. Death is 
e lot that we all must face, even so 
great a man as myself, I, too, *must 
fie. I should like very much to show 
you wy grave, if you will allow me.” 

And, starting from the dinner table, 
be would lead the way, followed by 
als guests, to the corner of the garden 
where his grave was, and there he 
would give his companions further dis- 
sertations on eternity, 

Meyerbeer gathered his thoughts 
amid the rumble of thunder, the flash 
of lightning and downpour of rain, In 
order more fully to expose himself to 
the stimulating effects of the elements 
be had constructed for bimself at the 
top of his house a room whose sides 
were entirely of glass, and here he 


ed iepiration by « uerns which prov 
ed so injurious that it caused the pre+ 
mature decay of his faculties, Be was 
accustomed to shut himself in a foom 
with a quantity of music paper, pens 
and ink and three or four pots of 
strong coffee, Tlé would then begin to 
write and drink, and when this supply 
of coffee was exhatisted he would 
order more and continue to drink it as 
long as he wrote, 

He asserted that the coffee was nec- 
essary for his inspiration. The result 
of this pernicious habit was a yellow, 
parchment-like complexion, with lips 
almost jet black and a nervous system 
which soon caused his breakdown aud 
death. 

Rossini was perhaps the laziest of all 
musicians whose names are famous. 4 
He would tarely rise until midday, and 
often when he woke and the weather 
was dull or the muse did not inspire 
him to write he weuld turn over again 
and after directions to his servant to 
be called the following day would sleep 
blissfully for another twenty-four 
hours. 

He did most of his writing in bed, 
and before! retiring for the night he 
would place music paper and a pencib 
near his bedside so that he would not 
have to move in order to have the 
means at hand for writing down tlie 
musical thoughts which came. 

It is told of him that after writing 
part of a beautiful duet Yor an opera 
the sheet on which he was writing felb 
to the floor and, caught by a puff of 
wind, was soon beyond his reach. He 
was too lazy to get up and get it and 4 
thereby disturb the nicely arranged 
bedclothes, so he set to work and 
wrote another melody, as he could not 
remember how the first one went 
Thus in the opera “Il Turco in Italia” 
there are two duets for one situation, 
and singers can choose the one which 
pleases them best. 

Liszt was probably the vainest of 
great composers and. also.one of the 
most capricious. It was only when in 
the mood that he would play, and if 
pressed to do so against his will he 
would often become almost insulting. 

It is told of jhim that after being en- 
tertained at dinner he was asked by 
his hostess to perform on the piano, 
and on refusing and again being 
asked he stalked to the piano and 
after dashing off a short but brilliant 
composition he hurried from the room, 
saying as he went: “There, madam! [| 
have paid for my dinner!” 

On a similiar occasion, after a dinner 
party, he was pressed by his host to 
play. ‘Not being in the mood, however, 
he refused; but, no doubt thinking that 
genius needed urging, his host insisted. 
The musician then walked to the piano 
and, turning his back to the keyboard, 
favored the company with one of the 
popular airs.—Mary Hamilton Talbott 
in New York Tribune. 


If the Earth Should Stop. 

The stopping of a projectile always 
results in the generation of heat. The 
velocity and weight of a projectile be- 
ing known, the amount of heat devel- 
oped by its stoppage can be calculated. 
In the case of large bodies moving 
rapidly the result of the calculation is 
something astounding. For example, 
the earth weighs 6,.000,000,000,000 tons. 
and travels in its orbits at the rate of 
over eighteen miles a second. Should 
it strike a target strong enough to stop 
its motion the heat developed by the 
shock would be sufficient not merely to 
fuse the earth, but also to reduce a 
large portion of it to vapor. It has. 
been calculated that the amount of 
heat generated by a collisicn so colos- 
sal would equal! that. obtained from 
the burning of fourteen globes of coal 
each equal to the earth in size. An@ 
should the earth after its stoppage fall! 
into the sun, as it certainly would do, 
the amount of heat developed by its 
impact on the sun would be eqval to 
that generated by the combustion of 
5,000 earths of solid carbon.

bivestion as Distinguished From Children ! Do you want 


Mere Mechanical Skill, 

A patent cannot properly be granted 
protecting the product of mere me 
chanical skill as distinguished from in- 
vention, Difficulty is freyuently ex- 
perienced in distinguishing between 
the two, and the supreme test for de- 
termining whether a particular device 
is the result of mechanical skill is not 
whether an, ordinary mechanie could 
make the device if it were suggested 
to him, but whether he would make 
it without suggestions save those 
which are prompted by his skill and 
knowledge of. his art. 

For example, if 4 man constructs out 
of iron a machihe which had previous- 
ly been made out of wood he does not 
thereby become au inventor in a legal 


sense, because everybody knows. that 
any constructor can build & machine 
out of iron instead. of wood. But 


suppose that guupowder had just re- 
eently been discovered and that the 
man who invented it had applied for 
and obtained a patent upon it. 

He might have claimed, “I combine 
saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal in a 
certain way and produce a startling 
result,” and it would be no answer, if 
an action for infringement . were 
brought, for the infringer to say that 
every chemist could make the powder 
after he had been shown how, for, 
if every chemist did not have the 
knowledge as well as the. skill, the 
originating of the powder constituted 
invention.—Exchange.

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THE HUMAN ENGINE. 


To Operate This Masterpiece Air is 
the First Necessity, 

Of all the engines cunningly devised 
by man not one can equal that master. 
piece of construction, the engine of the 
human frame, To run-that engine air 
is the first necessity. Construct it how 
you will, the greater part of the 
ceptey which feeds a powdr plant is 
lost before it reaches the applying 
machine. The body only has the power 
of using energy really economically 
and efficiently. Its food is its fuel, 
To be available all the constituents of 
that food must be burned, producing 
heat and power. For that burning the 
oxygen of the air is essential. Equally 
true is it that nitrogen must be pres 
ent to prevent the rapid combustion 
which would take place in oxygen 
alone. But, whether the combustion 
be fast or slow, the action is the same. 
The body burns the carbon and hy- 
drogen of its food and gives out the 
oxides of. these substances, carbon 
dioxide (carbon acid gas) and hydroget 
oxide (water), The water that is 
formed within the body by the burn- 
Ing of hydrogen is of comparatively 
slight importance in a consideration of 
the vital questions of the effect of city 
air upon the individual, but the othet ; 
factor, the carbon dioxide formed in 
the body, is of direct importance.— 
Hollis Godfrey in Atlantic. 


FOOD FOR CANNIBALS. 


One of the Many Tragedies Enacted In 
Polynesia. 

It is not so very long ago that can- 
nibalism was rife throughout Poly- 
nesia, so that to be killed, cooked and 
eaten was the almost invariable fate 
of sailors who chanced to be so unfor- 
tunate as to be cast away on any of 
the outlying little visited islands. 

Perhaps the most awful im ood of 
the kind on record was that “which 
happened in connection with the loss 
of the St. Paul, Captain Pennard, while 
on a voyage from Hongkong to Syd- 
ney. This fine steamship carried,’ be- 
sides a full crew, 327 passengers, most- 
ly emigrants. 

On Sept. 30, 1858, she was wrecked 
on the island of Rossel, but all got 
safely on shore. A little later the cap- 
tain and eight of the crew left the 
island in search of assistance and were 
picked up by the’ Prince of Den- 
mark schooner. Eventually the French 
steamer Styx ‘was dispatched to the 
island and brought away one emi- 
grant. The remaining 326 had been 
massacred and devoured by the na- 
tives.—Pearson'’s Weekly.
